16 after 10 before Noon, South 32' paſt 6 after Noon, and Sc 
48' paſt 2 in the Morning. And (© againſt the 6th. of Augufi, 
they Riſe 29' paſt 9 afrer Noon, or at Nighr,they South 45 paſt 
s in the Morniag, (as the lerter M denores) and they Ser 1 paſt 
2 after Noon, £t ſic in alizs. In the ſecond Tabie of Fixed Stars, 
there are ſeven Columns. (1.) The Naines of the Stars. (2.) 
Their Riſing. (3.) Their Southing. (4.) Their Serting, elther 
before or after rhe P!:iades. (5.) Their Latitude. (6.) Thetr 
Magnirude. (7.) Their Natures; as the Titles dire&. In the 
Columns of Riſing, Southing, and Serring, is expreſt how many 
Hours they Riſe, Sourh,and Ser, either before or after the Stun 
Stars, as the Letters (a) and (b) denotes. Example: The Plis 
des South the 21 of Fanuary 32' paſt 6 at Night 3 and in thek- 
cond Tables, | find that Syrizs,or the great Dog-Star,Souths gh, 
3/ after 3 which added to 6 h. 32', the ſum 1s 9 h. 35/, or 35 
paſt 9 at Night; at which time Syr345 is upon the Meridian with 
39 d.30' of South Latitude: He js a Star of the firft Magnitudh 
and ſaid to be of the Nature of Fupiter and Mays. The ſame 
ro be underſtood of all the reft : Uſus prompts facit.

as by Calculation appears, the ſum of the Myor's Latitude, and 
the Semidiameter of the Penumbra,is here greater than the Se- 
midjaineter of the Earth's Disþ ,” and therefore part of the Pe- 
1umbra falls beſides the Earth's Dis+, and this Eclipſe can be no 
where Central, Ergo, not near fo great as that of March the 29. 
1652. (of which then there was ſo much noiſe about) and as 
ſome ſuppoſe rh1s may be : Ler the Curjous make their Obſer- 
'vations both of this and the former Eclipſe, ro experimenr and 
confirm the truth of theſe Calculations, and the verity of theſe 

New Tables, which may ſhortly be made Pub!lick, 

The Third will be an Eclipſe of the Mooz, upon Fuly the 5th. 
near 10 h. jn the Morning, but nor viſible to us, in regard the 
Moon at that time is under the Earth. And the Jaft will be a 
Solar defeQt Decemb. 16, about Midnight; it may be a greac 
Eclipſe to our Antipodes, but inviſible to us: And rhus much 
for the. Eclipſes of this preſent Year. 

Here jt is Obſervable, that Eclipſes and leſſer ConjuntFions of 
the Planets produce not ſuch Univerſal Effes, as thoſe of Great 
Conjunftions of Saturn and Fupiter, of Comets, New Stars, &Cc 
For th6 their Events or Portents may be conſiderable, yer they 
appear various in different places, and their Effects are not (o 
durable, bur terminate in a ſhort time— So by how much a 
Planet is more ponderous and f1ow in motion, the greater will 
be the Impreſſion of his Influence. Cardan tells vs, that Fclip- 
ſts Operate more forcibly on Cities, Provinces, and Kingdoms, 
than on particular Perſons of private Condition, or upon Kings 
and Prznces, for their Effc&s rather reſpet the Mulricude ; and 
lome will nor allow that they have any Efte&s art all, Let 
every Man enjoy hits own Humour. 

IX. Remarks concerning the much deſired Longitude of Places. 
T? know the Longirude of Places, 1s well known to be of 

L great uſe in Navigatioon,and thoſe ways for finding the Lon- 
gitude by E:lipſes, and by the Moon's Southing,l ſuppoſe are not 
very practica! at Sea, but rather on Shoar ; the lacter of which, 
dy the compatt of two Correſpardenrs, the one ſuppoſe ar _ 
2, 
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#0n, the other at the 1:43-5,takirg the exad time of the Myoy's 
Southing at the Full Moor at both places,for half a year or more; 
by che comparing and Colliſion of theſe Obſervarions, the Diff. 
rence of Longituge of theſe two places may be almoſt exadtly 
known, or very nearly ; bur by one fingle Obſervation in one 
place, I think it nor poſſible co find the Longitude true ſcarce 
by 7 or 8 Degrees, for the true place of the Moors Southing 
will very rarely be found co a Minute, and how near the Fphe. 
merides or Tables may give the Moon's place in the Meridian 
of the fixed place they are made for is doubrful ; yet the time 
of the Moon's true Southing may be had to leſs than: a Minute, 
if the Obfervation be carefully made, for in a Minutes time the 


Azimuth is altered half a degree at moſt times and places, which - 


is very apparent by a Quadrant of a large Radius : And the 
Moon's place by our Modern Tables at the New and Full may 
be very nearly had, as the time in Eclipſes ſhewerh, however it 
may be ar, the Pyarters. Burt this will not be ſo convenient at 
Sea as that by the Moon's Appulſe to Fixed Stays; yet I do nor 
think the diſtance of the Moon and Star can be taken to one or 
two Minutes by any Inſtrument fit to be uſed ar Sea ; and be- 
ſides I have heard ſome able Aſtronomers ſay,our beſt Tables do 
not (about the Quarters) give us the Moon's true Longitude by 
15 or 20 Minutes, and the Calculation, or the working it up 
(as the Seamen ſay) th$ very well contra&ed, js too tedious 
and troubleſom for ordinary Pra&ice. Bur I ſay, the Angle (if 
the Moon be not too far from the Star) may be taken very 
nearly by a good Crofs-Staff, and alth6 the Moon's place at her 
LPuarters is nor fo exatt, as at her Conjfunit ions and Opps/itions, 
yer moſt do agree, that the greateſt deviarion 1s leſs than one 
eſghth part of a degree; and for the trouble of Calculation, 
ris not to be done every day, bur art ſome few times, or at the 
end of a Voyage rather; and this ic may not be expedted 
ſhould be performed by every ordinary S2aman neither ; And 
if in the Error of taking the Moon's place, and the Error of 
taking her Diftance from a Star both rogerher, there ſhould be 
5 or 6 Minutes Error in the Moon's Longitude, ic will not be 
much above 2 or 3 degrees at moſt in che Longitude of the 
Place, and there is no orther way will come much nearer. 
Yet ſome pretend to find rhe Longitude at Sca by the help 
of Pendulum Clocks or Watches, aud 1 judge thoſe Pendutums 
cannot poſſibly be fer to any certainty of going a Month or 


ewo on Shipboard, however they may on Land or appt | 
rather 
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rather approve of a curious Spring Watci: with a Regalaty , 
ſuch as are made now adays, and thoſe may ſtand upon a Ta- 
ble, and the Sailing of the Ship nor at all hinder their Morton, 
as jt muſt needs do thoſe long Pendulum-Clocks, which upon 
Land perhaps have not varied a Minute in a Quarter of a Year. 
Yer I believe a Pocket Pendulum or Baliance- Watch may do 
the like 3 bur I ſuppoſe, 1f there had been Obſervation made 
every three days, or once a Week, there would have been 
found much deviation at thoſe intermediate times, alrhough 
they might hſt the time at laft: And I have ſeen the Tryal 
made by one of the long Pendulum-Clocks, and as far as cculd 
be obſerved (with much Curiofity) there was lirtle certainty 
in ir, for one Natural Day was ſhorter and another longer by 
near a Minute. Moreover ſome ſay (and I think not nntruly) 
that the times of the Sun's Riſing and Setting, if juſt half 
2bove the Horizon, be obſerved, and that time biſeted, it 
doth nor, nor cannot give the Meridian time truly at all times, 
by at leaft a Minute.
